The Elba City School Board met 
Thursday night after postponing the 
regular scheduled meeting from the 
Thursday before. Chairman Paul King 
presided with all members present. 

After approving the minutes from 
the December meeting, the board 
members moved on into approving the 
payment of monthly bills. Prora- 
tion of state funds continues to plague 
the local system with the income and 
expense statements containing figures 
indicating the money spent exceeds the 
incomé. Superintendent John Osburn 
explained that the schools refrain from 
writing bad checks and tax money 
received after the first of the month 
were enough to permit payment of all 


current bills. 

The largest single expense of the 
school system is of course salaries with 
the monthly cost to the general fund 
well over $100,000. Much of this is 
covered by state funding and is not 
subject to proration, but the state funds 
used to pay most of the $50,000 plus 
operating expenses (gas, electricity, 
paper, bus repair, insurance, tele- 
phone, etc. are cut, cut, cut. An 
additional monthly check from the City 
of Elba and the utility department helps 
this problem some, but bookkeeping 
figures and reports ‘from Osburn 


indicate it is close each month.

Cowart Named Director 
At Elba Diagnostic Lab 


Dr. William O, Cowart, a resident of 
Elba for the past 16-years, has been 
named Director of the Julian Bryan 
Taylor Diagnostic Laboratory, in Elba, 
replacing Dr, T.M. Miller, who retired 
recently. 

The Elba laboratory, which is one of 
two branches located in Alabama, with 
the main office being located at Auburn 
University, serves practicing 
veterinarians and livestock and poultry 
producers in South Alabama. 

“The lab used to be referred to as 
the swine lab,"’ stated Dr. Cowart, ‘‘but 
the swine production has slowed down 
in the area and now we work primarily 
with cattle and poultry, At the lab we 
do diagnostic work on farm animals, 
such as cattle, poultry, hogs and horses, 
while we also work with local vets. We 
do postmortem examinations on dead 
animals to determine the cause of death 
and if there is a disease we diagnos a 
treatment for the balance of the herd. 
The two branch labs in Elba and 
Albertville and the main office at 
Auburn provide valuable aid to the farm 
community.” 


Dr. Cowart is a native of Pike 
County, graduated from Goshen High 
School and received his Veterinary 
Medicine degree from Auburn Univer- 
sity in 1958. He worked for one year as 
a field veterinarian with the United 
States Dept. of Agriculture, then after 
serving two years in the Army, returned 
to his position with the U.S.D.A. He 
received a Masters Degree in Veteri- 
nary Pathology in 1967 from the 
Universtiy of Missouri, and moved to 
Elba to continue his work with the 
U.S.D.A. as a Regional Epidemiologist, 
involved in hog cholera eradication and 
later brucellosis eradication. He con- 
tinued to work with the Dept. of 
Agriculture until Jan. 1, 1983, when he 
resigned to become the Director at the 
local laboratory. 

Dr. Cowart and his wife Jeannette 
have two children, Steve - 19 and Rachel 
- 15.

He noted 
that she had the proper certificates in 
early childhood development and was 
experienced, 


Lease With Dorsey Extended 


The school board members voted to 
extend the lease on the Mulberry 
gymnasium to Dorsey Trailers for an 
additional twelve months. The action 
was basically a formality, as the original 
understanding was that Dorsey folks 
didn’t know how long they would need 
the building with the experimental work 
underway there. Chairman King 
reviewed the matter for Board members 
who might not have been on the board 
at the time it was first approved and 
then declined to be further involved, as 
did J. Doug Kendrick. Both men are 
Dorsey executives. ; 

Osburn presented board members 

with copies of an agreement with the 
Alabama Public School and College 
Authority that had been signed with the 
Elba School Board concerning the bond 
issue money recently received by the 
local system. The $253,743 now in 
Elba’s hands must be used for ‘‘class- 
room additions and renovations’’ ac- 
ording to the agreement. The funds 
must be placed in a special bank 
account and any interest earned must 
also be used for the renovation. 

Board members were told that 
school buses would qualify for this even 
though they don't have the ‘'25 year 
life’’ used to define *‘Capital improve- 
ments’ 

The board took no aciton on just how 
the money would be used, but will 
schedule an informal work session in 
February to look at the alternatives. The 
money must be spent or under contract 
by the end of the fiscal year or it reverts 
back to the state department of 
education. 

The board ended the meeting with 
an executive session at the request of 
Superintendent Osburn who indicated 
he had a personal problem to bring 
before the group.

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Deadline Set For Fish 
| Stocking Applications 


Applications for the 
stocking of fish in private 
ponds must be processed by 
February 1 if the ponds are to 
be stocked this season, 
according: to Game and Fish 
Director Charles D,' Kelley, 
The pond does not have to be 
full of water to be stocked. 

The Fisheries Section 
now charges a fee of $30 per 
surface acre for stocking 
private ponds with bream 
and bass. Payment for 
stocking must be received at 
the Hatchery (Box 158, 
Eastaboga, AL 36260) by 
February 10. 

Game and Fish Director 
Kelley emphasizes that any 
pond must be completely 
free of all fish before it will 
be stocked. He also says it is 
essential the Fisheries 
Section have an accurate 
estimate of a pond’s size 
before it can be stocked. 

Fisheries Section Chief 
Barry W. Smith said pond 
owners will be provided a 
combination of largemouth 
bass, bluegill and redear 
sunfish. If the pond is 
managed properly, as 
directed, it should produce 
good fishing by June, 1984.

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PICTURE ARRANGING 

Last week were my first 
comments on picture arrang- 
ing. To refresh our memory 
when choosing a picture, 
look for: good composition, 
pleasing pattern, interesting 
color and interpretation of an 
idea. 

Our subject this week is 
“Planning A Wall 
Grouping."' Few budgets 
can afford large, dominant 
works of art, so most of us 
find groupings the most 
effective way to accessorize 
the walls. Small or even 
medium size paintings or 
prints, etc. get ‘‘lost’’ on a 
wall by themselves, but 
they're effective when 
grouped together. 

Sometimes we may feel 
like our grouping looks like a 
miscellaneous gathering and 
it may. We'should have a 
theme. Here are some facts 
to consider to secure a 
theme. Perhaps all pictures 
could be by the same artist or 
done in a similar style. The 
subjects could be similar or 
the unifying theme could be 
color tones, size, shape. 
Successful groupings may 
include a non-picture too; 
perhaps a sculpture, tool, 
utensil, or mirror that 
somehow relates to the rest 
of the grouping. 

In selecting pictures, do 
not neglect children’s art. 
You might consider hanging 
a group of simple frames and 
interchange the drawing fre- 
quently. If drawings have 
been saved over the years, 
they might be hung as a 
group to show how the 
child’s skills have developed. 


FUSIBLE FACTS 

Sometimes bubbling of 
fusible interfacing may occur 
because a finish on the fabric 
will not allow the fusible 
resin to sink in. Prevent this 
problem by  prewashing 
fabrics before cutting and 
fusing. 

Don't preshrink fusibles. 
Instead, assemble fabric and 
fusible and hold iron about 
one-half inch about the 
fusible for a few seconds. If 
shrinking occurs, it will be 
here and not after you have 
fused it to your fabric.

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RATTLESNAKE WEED 


Rattlesnake weed or 
Florida betony is very 
difficult to control. This is a 


‘weed that is growing now in 
flower beds and lawn areas. 
The leaves on this weed look 
similar to mint. The stems 
will tend to be purplish in 
color. If you dig in the 
ground you will find tubors 
that resemble the rattlers on 
a rattlesnake. This is where 
it gets its common name. 

There are two chemicals 
available in our area that will 
help to control it, but it will 
usually take at least two 
years to bring it under 
control. These products are 
Weed-B-Gon and 33 plus 
Lawn Weed Killer. Follow 
the label instructions on the 
amount to apply realizing 
that the lawn grass is 
dormant this, time of the year 
and there will be less injury 
to it.

Income Tax On 


Unemployment 


Benefits Discussed 


Workers receiving unem- 
ployment compensation 
during calendar year 1982 
may be required to pay 
federal income taxes on their 
benefits. It is the respon- 
sibility of claimants to deter- 
mine the amount and to pay 
any taxes due, advises 
Franklin H. James, director 
of the Alabama Department 
of Industrial Relations. 

The department does not 
withhold tax from unemploy- 
ment _ benefits, James 
pointed out. In late January, 
however, the department will 
mail each claimant a written 
statement of benefits 
received (Form 1099-UC). 
The amount shown in the 
Form 1099-UC will not reflect 
any adjustments which may 
have been made on benefits 
paid to a claimant during the 
year. This information will 
also be transmitted to the 
Internal Revenue Service. 

For single persons, the 
tax may start when income 
including benefits exceeds 
$12,000 in a year. For 
married persons filing a joint 
income tax return, the tax 
may start when combined 
income including benefits 
exceeds $18,000. Married 
persons filing separate 
income tax returns may find 
that all unemployment bene- 
fits are taxable.

it, the 5 percent variation in 
the two price levels was 
established primarily to 
offset additonal costs 
experienced by the handler 
in transportation of the 
shelled goods to the port for 
export shipment and to help 
offset extra costs in handling 
and supervision as required 
by Department of Agricultur- 
al Regulaitons, both of which 
are, generally valid points for 
the differential between the 
quota support rate and the 
CCC sales level. 

We feel strongly that 
peanuts sold for export 
crushing should continue to 
be fragmented before export 
to prevent them from enter- 
ing the edible market. 

The policy of restricting 
sales of oil produced from 
peanuts sold at less than 
support price to domestic use 
may be costing both U.S. 
government and_ growers. 
We recommend that CCC 
carefully evaluate the policy 
to determine if unrestricted 
sales of oil would improve 
our returns. 

It is not our intent to price 
U.S. produced additional 
peanuts out of the export 
edible market, but our 
producers must have a return 
on such production as nearly 
equal to the quota rate as 
feasible. 


The U.S. peanut industry 
has worked over a long 
period of time’to produce and 
market a high quality pro- 
duct. Our experience from 
the 1980 crop gave us a good 
quality comparison with most 
other peanut exporting 
countries in the world and 
demonstrated once again 
that our quality is generally 
superior by comparison with 
peanuts grown elsewhere. 

Peanut producers 
continue to work hard in 
cooperation with handlers 
and the Foreign Agricultural 
Serivce, USDA to build and 
expand export markets. The 
efforts of producers to main- 
tain high quality and to 
expand foreign markets must 
be rewarded by an accepta- 
ble price structure with satis- 
factory returns to growers if 
export markets are to show 
favorable growth. 

In no event should the 
CCC sales level for export 
edible peanuts be set at less 
than the approximately 86 
percent of the quota support 
level established in 1982. 
That level should be adjusted 
to reflect any increase in the 
quota support rate for the 
1983 crop. 

In our opinion item 2 C 
(ii) on the Form CCC-1005 
that permits open end 
pricing for contract addition- 
al peanuts is in direct conflict 
with the CCC minimum sales 
policy on edible export. On 
the one hand CCC is attempt- 
ing to contribute to the 
stabilization of world edible 
markets and U.S. grower 
returns at commendable 
levels, but at the same time 
is permitting a contract pric- 
ing procedure that has pro- 
vided a vehicle for de- 
pressing grower returns as 
well as the general world 
edible market level. We feel 
that the CCC sales policy and 
the pricing procedure for 
contract additional peanuts 
must compliment each other 
in order to achieve maximum 
effectiveness. We hope the 
Department will eliminate 
the optional pricing provision 
n the Form 1005.

GRASS TETANY 

Grass tetany is a 
condition which develops in 
cows in late. January, 
February, and March. Every 
year dozens of mature cows 
in Coffee County die due to 
grass tetany. The condition 
is usually caused by a 
deficiency of magnesium. 

The condition occurs 
more often with cows with 
calves less than two months 
old. It can also occur with 
dry cows grazing lush spring 


day 


grazing such as is developing 
now. 

If you notice a cow in your 
herd that has labored breath- 
ing, staggering, and has 
excessive salivation, get in 
touch with a veterinarian 
immediately. Treatment can 
be successful if you get to 
them in time. Sometimes 
you have to treat a cow the 
second time because the 
same condition can reoccur. 

A lot of Coffee County 
cattlemen are preventing 
tetany by giving ‘42-1 ounce 
of magnesium oxide daily, 
This is usually done in some 
type of feeding material mix 
or molasses or salt block, etc. 
Cows need to be on this 
about 30 days ahead of the 
peak grass tetany period. 
Watch your cows closely if 
they are on lush grazing.

Pine Trees Are Known 
Sometimes As “Super Trees” 


Growing in Alabama 
Forestry Commission 
nurseries are millions of 
baby pine trees with the 
potential to grow faster, pro- 
duce timber of higher quality 
and be more disease resis- 
tant. Known sometimes as 
‘‘super trees’’ or more 
correctly as ‘‘improved 
trees’’ this new breed comes 
from parents originally 
chosen for their, natural 
superiority in size, height, 
shape and other factors. 
When crossed with each 
other in a seed orchard, 
these naturally superior trees 
produce offspring that yield 
more and higher quality 
wood than ordinary trees and 
are more resistant to disease. 

The origins of these trees 
can be traced to 1964 when 
the Alabama Forestry Com- 
mission, in cooperation with 
Auburn University’s Depart- 
ment of Forestry, initiated a 
tree improvement program. 
This program's goals are to 
genetically produce an im- 
proved variety of trees and to 
provide the Commission's 
nurseries sufficient seed 
from these varieties to meet 
the needs of Alabama's 
forest landowners. 

The development of a 
seed orchard to produce im- 
proved seed envolves several 
steps. First trees with out- 
standing characteristics must 
be located in the wild. 
These trees are then graded 
by trained geneticist from 
Auburn to determine which 
ones will be used as parent or 
breeding stock. Orchards 
are established by shooting 
branches from the parent 
trees and grafting cuttings 
from these branches on one- 
year-old rootstock already 
growing on the orchard site. 
These grafts are intensively 
managed by fertilizaiton, 
mowing and spraying for 
insect and disease control. 
Because the grafts are the 
same age as their parents, 
they will start to produce 
viable seed in about five to 
seven years. Some of these 
first seed are used to test the 
offspring to determine which 
parent trees are indeed pro- 
ducing improved offspring. 
After this testing is com- 
pleted the undesirable 
parents are removed from 
the seed orchard, After this 
removal of the culled parents 
the remaining trees in the 
seed orchard should produce 
genetically improved seed. 

At approximately 10 to 12 
years old, seed orchards are 
usually producing enough 
seed to begin furnishing seed 
to nurseries. One hundred 
thirty-nine of the Commis- 
sion’s 352 acres are now in 
production. This acreage is 
divided by species as follows: 
loblolly pine, 69 acres; slash 
pine, 50 acres; Virginia pine, 
20 acres. 

During the 1981 collec- 
tion season, 2537 pounds of 
seed were collected from the 
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orchards. This seed will be 
used by Commission 
nurseries to produce approx- 
imately 12,000,000 improved 
trees. These trees will be 
available to Alabama's land- 
owners for planting during 
the 1982-83 planting season. 
These improved trees cost a 
little more than regular seed- 
lings. Improved loblolly and 
slash pine seedlings will sell 
for $20 per thousand and 
improved Virginia pine seed- 
lings for Christmas trees will 
sell for $40 per thousand. 
Are these improved trees 
worth the extra cost?

Crimson Tide football team. 
It also could have been the 
final chapter of Wood’s 
football career, a career that 
started back in elementary 
school when he first buckled 
up his chinstrap.

drafted him in last week's 
college draft, it pumped new 
hope in Wood’s football 
future. Only time will tell! 

“I think the United States 
Football League is going to 
make it,’’ Wood said in a 
conversation last week, ‘‘and 
I think it is going to be good 
for people like myself who 
aren't going to be picked 
high in the NFL draft. I have 
had letters from a couple of 
NFL clubs who want to know 
things like speed, strength 
and history of injuries, and 
Oakland and Tampa Bay 
have shown an interest, but I 
don’t really know where I'll 
go in the draft.

Topic Of Town Meeting 


Topics related to American agricul- 
ture were the main ideas addressed by 
Alabama Senator Howell Heflin at a 
New Brockton town meeting Thursday 
afternoon, January 20. Some fifty area 
citizens, local officials and press 
members turned out at the National 
Guard Armory to hear Heflin's ideas 
and to seek answers to specific 
questions, 

In opening remarks, Senator Heflin 
sited several problems facing American 
agriculture among which were the 
failure of select groups to understand 
the effect of drought and disaster on 
farm products and also the lack of good 
markets when bumper crops are 
produced. He stated that the embargo 
has been the ‘‘most disasterous”’ 
situation in the past 10 years for 
agriculture, 

Secondly he discussed the ‘‘Crop 
Swap’’ or “‘PIK Program.” The 
Senator explained this program is to 
provide safeguards by protecting the 
income of double-cropping when 
planted acreage cutbacks are made. 
Wheat, feed grains (most often corn), 
rice and cotton are the crops qualifying 
for this program whose purpose is to 
reduce surplus of the above comodities 
by decreasing their production with the 
end-results being better market prices. 
Signup for the PIK Program is 
underway and will continue through 
mid-March. For more information 
contact your Extension Office or Farm 
Bureau. 

During a question and answer 
session Sen. Heflin gave attention to the 
tuts being made in quota peanuts 
stating that because of his week-and-a- 


half absence from Washington he was 
not aware of the most recent rulings but 
would look into the situation when he 
returned to the Capital. When discus- 
sing the possibility of restraints on 
foreign imports to decrease unemploy- 
ment he said that progress was made 
toward ‘buying American’’ on highway 
construction only to have the Adinini- 
stration vote against the project. Call- 
ing the American free trade policy ‘‘not 
free trade’’, he said we should go to a 
‘Reverse Golden Rule’, review foreign 
trade and apply a concept of fire by fire 
in our dealings. Closing this thought he 
stated he felt the issue would be 
introduced to Congress again this year. 

Speaking to foreign aid and saying, 
“I'm not much for foreign aid... .”’ 
Heflin introduced the idea of past trade 
with the United States and increased 
future trade as a prerequisite for the 
U.S. extending foreign aid. Included in 
this plan is the possibility of a bonus 
paid in the product bought to increase 
trade incentive with the U.S. and thus 
increase our export markets. 

Senator Heflin called for a cut in 
deficiet spending and also said he saw 
no real reason not to trade with 
mainland China. 

Saying he felt family farms are good 
and should not all merge into 
corporates, Senator Heflin advocated a 


good nationwide public relations 
campaign for farming. 

Positive feelings about town 
meetings such as this one were 
expressed by those attending and 
Senator Heflin remarked, ‘'l get ideas 


from them,"’ 


Probate Office Clerk 
Arrested In Connection 
With Theft Of $23,000 


Mrs. Edna Hatley, an employee at 
the probate office in Enterprise, was 
arrested last week and charged with 
first degree theft of property in 
connection with a $23,000 shortage of 
funds discovered in the probate office. 


The arrest cam eck 
investigation by _ounty 
district attorney's oifice, following an 
audit that revealed the $23,000 


shortage. Probate Judge James L. 
Sawyer, in office at the time of the 


audit, requested the investigation, 
which was completed on Wednesday, 
January 19. 

Mrs. Hatley, a clerk in the office, 
had an initial hearing on Monday, 
January 24, at which time District 
Judge Gary McAliley explained the 
charges to Mrs. Hatley and ruled she is 
not eligible for a court-appointed 
attorney. The charge against Hatley 
carries a penalty of 2-20 years imprison- 
ment and a fine up to $10,000. 

The judge set March 4 as the date 
for a preliminary hearing.

GTE Announces Rate Increase 


General Telephone Company has placed 
new rates into effect (January 18, 1983) 
as a result of a settlement reached with 
the Alabama Public Service 
Commission. The 6.2 million award 
ended a_ three-year-old rate hike 
dispute. 

For its Alabama customers, the rate 
increase will raise basic local telephone 
service for residential one-party 
customers, $1.55 to $2.00 depending on 
the calling scope of the community 
involved, The B-1 business rate 
increase will range from $3.65 to $5.25, 
again depending on the size of the 
calling scope. 

The preceeding costs relate only to 
access to the telephone network and 
does not include the cost of a telephone. 
That cost has been increased to $1.35 or 
$1.95, depending on the type of phone 
in a customer's home. 

The price of a coin telephone call will 
rise to 25 cents, the first price increase 
since coin calls went up to a dime in 
1954. 

In a move to place costs on the 
cost-causer, the Public Service 
Commission also granted GTE an 
increase in its installation charges and 
directory assistance costs. After an 
allowance of five free cails to directory 
assistance per month, customers will be 
charged 40 cents per call, up from the 
old rate of 20 cents. In addition, 
General has begun charging for the 
following service items: 
$1.00 - to have an operator interrupt a 
conversation 
SO cents - to have an operator verify if a 
line is busy or out of order 
50 cents - to have an operator assist in 
dialing a local call.

In commenting on the cost of the 
above services, General’s Vice Presi- 
dent and General Manager, W.L. Entz, 
sdid costs for maintaining operator 
services are steadily increasing and the 
new charges will help assure that 
customers who use a service are the 
ones paying for it. 

In the action, the Commission and 
the Company agreed to provide 
extended area service to Slocomb- 
Dothan and Kinston-Opp. The services 
allows the communities to make calls 
without being charged long distance 
rates. 

Three other areas are also being 
considered for extended area service; 
they are: Elba-New Brockton-Enter- 
prise; Gantt-Red Level; Abbeville- 


Dothan. General agreed to commence a 
study of the factors and costs of EAS in 
these areas and present the findings to 
the Public Service Commission in 45 
days. Should the company furnish EAS, 
the Commission agrees that it should be 
compensated for all investments, costs, 
and revenue loss. 

The rate award granted General 
Telephone involved three rate cases 
dating back to 1979 and totaled 
approximately $15 million. Cases filed 
by GTE in 1979 and in 1981 were 
returned.to the PSC for reconsideration 
and the 1982 case testimony concluded 
in early January. The $6.2 million was 
the result of negotiations between the 
company and the Public Service 
Commission. 


agencies. The Public PSC agreed on 
January 5, 1983, to reconsider the 
petition and set January 26 as a date to 
hold a public hearing. 

The Seaboard System Railroad filed 
yet another petition on January 19, 
1983, requesting the PSC to partially 
vacate the order setting the public 
hearing. According to a source in the 
PSC office, the petition filed on January 
19 asked the commission to cancel the 
public hearing, but at the same time 
reconsider the original order and give 
the railroad permission to close the 
agencies. The commission informed the 
railroad it could not annul the original 
order without holding a public hearing, 
and refused to grant the petition. Upon 
notice of the latest PSC ruling, the 
Railroad withdrew its petition seeking a 
new hearing and the PSC dismissed the 
case and canceled the hearing.

Employees File $3 Million Suit 


Five former employees of 
Fabrics-America, Inc., an 
Enterprise cotton mill that closed 
in December, have filed suit in 
Coffee County Circuit Court 
seeking $292,000 in back wages, 
bonuses and insurance payments, 
plus $3 million in damages for 
themselves and an estimated 400 
other employees at the mill. 

The suit, filed last week, 
names four plant officials and the 
company as defendants. 

The former employees, in- 
cluding two Elba men, allege they 
have not been paid for the period 
of November 20, 1982 through 
December 17, 1982; and accord- 
ing to the suit, the five plaintiffs 
seek relief on behalf of them- 
selves and all members of the 
class comprised of all employees 
who were not paid and are not 
defendants. 

The company, according to 
reports, have sought injunctive 
relief in federal court against the 
home office of Fabrics America, 
Inc. over the same issue. Local 
officials obtained a temporary 
restraining order in December to 
prevent the removal of 
approximately $300,000 worth of 
inventory in the Enterprise mill 
by the New York-based home 
office. A permanent injunction 
was issued in early January, 
Stating the goods may not be 


removed from the mill until 
workers receive the wages due. 

Plaintiffs individually named 
in the circuit court suit include 
Craig Smith and Hiram Glass of 
Elba, along with Doris H. Nolan, 
Jackie B, Hodgins and Janice L. 
Jordan. The defendants named 
are Fabrics America, Inc.; W.H. 
Morris III, president; Bill Morris, 
personnel manager; Tim Brown 
Jr., vice-president and secretary- 
treasurer, and Hansford Cooper, 
mill superintendent, 

In the suit, the plaintiffs seek 
$280,000 in wages they claim are 
owed them for work November 20 
through December 17, 1982, or 
approximately $500 - $700 per 
employee. They contend they 
were told they would not be paid 
for their work during that period 
at the time of their termination on 
December 17. The suit also seeks 
$112,000 in Christmas and 
Thanksgiving bonuses and 
insurance premiums withheld 
from the employees’ checks. 

The suit alleges that the 
company withheld insurance 
premiums for several months 
prior to November 20, 1982, but 
failed, or refused, to pay the 
money collected, to the insurance 
companies, resulting in the can- 
cellation of the employees’ health 
insurance. The suit *!so contends 
that insurance claims for many 


employees were denied because 
of the non-payment of the 
premiums. 


The plaintiffs also seek $1 
million on each of three counts 
from the defendants. One count 
alleges the company and its 
president told employees they 
would get paid, while knowing 
the company was unable to pay 
them. A second count alleges 
each and every defendant con- 
cealed the fact the employees 
would not get paid to induce them 
to perform their work and labor, 
while the third count alleges that 
all defendants concealed the fact 
that the company refused to pay 
the employees’ insurance 
premiums. 


The company, a cotton mill 
and towel manufacturing plant, 
laid off 450 employees in 
November and December, then 
closed its doors, citing poor 
economic conditions and a lack of 
business. 


An irony in the case, accord- 
ing to company officials, is that 
the same company officials 
against whom the suit was tiled 
have also not been paid for their 
work for a period of several weeks 
prior to the mill's closing. 
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
